STATE’S CHIEF WITNESSES HAVE BEEN 
PUT OUT OF TRE WAY. 


Marshall F. McDonald Denies ths Ac- 
cusation and Produces a Letter Which 
Ehould Ferm the Basis of a Now 
Frosecution—Another Instance of 
Long Delayed Justice. 


The case of Midwife Louise Hotson, charged 
together with George Dashman with being 
the cause of the death of Laura Fitz about 
two years. ago, was set for hearing in the 
Criminal Court this morning before 
Judge Green, and was the occasion 
of an angry dispute between 
Circuit Attorney William Zachritz and Mar- 
shall F. McDonald, Mr. Hotson’s attorney. 
Mr. Zachritz asked fora continuance on the 
part of the State on the ground that 
two material witnesses were absent, 
The witnesses are a Mrs. Becker and 
Mrs. Fitz, Laura Fitz’s mother, who isin 
Florida, and too sick to attend the trial. 

Attorney McDonald opposed the grant- 
‘Ing of the continuance, and _ insisted 
that the case be tried or a dis- 
missal. ordered. Mr. Zachritz at this 
jumped to his feet and startled 
those present by openly charging that the 
defendant had spirited away his witnesses. 
McDonald with a tace pale with anger dented 
this and stated that he was in possession of 
a letter from one of the absent wit- 
nesses stating that the  State’s. at- 
torney had . given her .$50. ,Mr. 
Zachritgs said that was absurd and denied 
that the letter was genuine. 

At this point of the argument Judge Green, 
who had been trying - in vain 
to suppress the angry attorneys, suc- 
ceeded in attracting their attention and 
reminded them of tifeir duty to the Court. 
The attorneys apologized, when the Court 
settled the dispute by giving the State until 2 
o’clock to file the necessary affidavit asking 
for a continuance.

ROLAND STARK SHOT. 

Right upon the heels of the arrest of the 
men supposed tohave murdered Mr. Brown 
came the news that Roland Stark, who would 
be an important witness -in the case, had 
been shot, although not seriously. 

Lest night about 6 30 0’ciock Stark, Frank 
Moonen and Peter Mannion were at Man- 
nion’s house, 4437 Pine street. The three 
men became engaged ina quarrel and Man- 
hion struck at Stark twice when Moonen 
called to Mannion to *‘give it to the Dutch 
—,’*’ and at the same time drew a 
revolver and firei three shots at Stark. Only 
one of thése struck Stark, and that one in the 
arm. ‘ihe three men were taken to the Fifth 
District Police station, but upon Stark’s 
refusal to prosecute they were dismissed. 
Stark was one of the witnesses to the assault 
upon Mr. Brown and helped to carry him to 
his home immediately after it. 

THE PRISONERS. 

The prisoners were taken seperately before 
Acting Chief of Police Reedy and Acting Chief 
of Detectives Viehle to-day and 
examined, ‘Ihe result of questioning the 
Chief refused to give for publication. 
The men stood the examination well ju iging 
from thelr appearances as they ieft the 
Chief’s office. 

The police are not sanguine of the case, 
because of the Iack of testimony against 
the men. The Wee. positive iden- 
tification that oO Kaiser, whom 
both of the colored women iden- 
tified. Only one of the women 
identified Heinze, while neither could 
positively say that McDonnell was 
one ofthe men. Heinze has a boyish coun-

The 
police authorities would not allow reporters 
totalk to the men to-day for fearof the 
prisoners being enavled in that manner to 
exchange ideas and compare stories,

confession from one who will give informa- 
tion for the sake of the reward, is what the 
police count on for making their case.

The Kansas Trust and Banting Co. Goes 
into a Receiver’s Fands. 


ATCHISON, Kan., March 14.—A sensation 
was created in Atchison last night when 
Freeling Tufts of Kansas City, Mo., appeared 
and took possession of the Kansas Trust & 


Banking Co. of this city as receiver. 
The company was organized in 1886 witha 
capital of $100,000, Ex-Senator John J. In- 
galls is President of the concern, R. M. 
Manley is Vice-President and General Mana: 
ger, and E. G. Armsby, Cashier. The prin- 
cipal part of the capital invested furnished by 
Rk. M. Manley and members of his family, and 
Mr. Ingalls. ‘Ihe latter had $7,500 in the com- 
pany while Armsby had $20,000. These 
amounts are lost. The liabilities ot the 
company are estimated at about $800,000, 
‘and the assets are sufficient, it is said, 
'to pay the entire indebtedness if the 
business of the concern is settled up ina 
wise and prudent manner. The concern own, 
about 30,000 acres of land throughout Kansase 
besides large tracts of land and liots in 
many of the principal cities of the 
State. Residents of Atchison had $125,000 
invested in the concern, which is secured by 
debenture bonds,the value of which is a 
matter of conjecture. E. G. Armsby re- 
cently announced his intention of withdraw- 
ing from the concern and engaging in other 
business, and it is said that this hastened the 
crash, Manly is practically a bankrupt.

A JUDICIAL MUDDLE 


Provisional Judge Houck Severely Re- 
buked by Judge Ware. 


RECEIVERSHIP OF THE 87. LL, @ & 
FT. 8. BR. BR. CAUSES UGLY CHARGES 


Judge Ware Acousges Judge Houck of Hav- 
ing Contrived With His Frother, Louis 
Houck, President.of ths Company, to 
Defeat the Action of the Court. 


The receivership of the St. Louis, Cape 
Girardeau & Ft. Smith ‘Railway Co. resulted 
ina sensational epls606 fn the court of Stoa- 
dard County, at Bloomfield, Mo., when the 
case was called yesterday. 

The company has been: in default in the 
payment of interest on its bonds and its 
floating inaebtedness andtaxes. Mr. E. G. 
Merriam, who owns about $80,000 bonds (be- 
ing a part of Its first mortgage indebtedness) 
began a sult on March 8in the Circuit Court 
of Stoddard County, asking for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver. 

Judge John H. Ware ofthe Circuit Court of 
Stoddard County on the same day made an 
order appointing EM Klotz of Piedmont, 
Wayne Co., Mo., receiver, and directing 
him to take immedtfate charge of all the 
property of the Rallway company, at the 
sametime ordering a notice to be served 
upon all the defendants to appear before 
him on March 13 to show cause why the pro- 
Visional appointment of Klotz as receiver 
should not be confirmed. These noticés 
were duly served upon all the defendants. 

ANOTHER RECEIVER APPOINTED. 

On the 4th of March, at about 6 o’clock In 
the evening, Louls Houck, President, Gen- 
eral Manager and stockholder of the com.- 
pany, hearing of theaction that had Deen 
taken In the Circuit Court of Stoddard Coun- 
ty, filed forthe rallway company a Dill in 


the Cape Girardeau Court of Common Pleas, 
averring its insolvency, and that it was 
about to be attacked by creditors, and asked 
that a receiver be appointed to take Char 
of and operate the road, until it should be 
able to pay allofits indebtedness, and also 
asked that its creditors, both mortgage and 
general, be restrained from attempting to 
collect their debts. 

The Judge of the Cape Girardeau Court of 
Common Pleas promptly appointed Mr. 
Louis Houck receiver. ‘The Stoddard Circuit 
Court opened in regular termon March 6. 
Judge Ware being sick at the time, George 
Houck, a member of _ the Stoddard 
County bar and 0brother of Louis 
Houck, was elected temporary judge, 
to hold the court until Judge Ware 
should recover sufficiently to resume his 
oo duties during that term. On last 

‘riday, Judge Ware went from his home at 
Poplar Bluff to Bloomfield, but was unable to 
take his seat on the bench. Healso con- 
ferred with Mr. George Houck, the Pp . 
visional Judge, a told im 
tnat he should go home 
on Friday night, but would return on Mon. 
day morning at the usual hourto open and 
conduct the court. He also notified the 
Sheriff_and clerk of the court to the same 
elfect. 

JUDGE WARE SURPRISED. 

The notice on the defendants inthe suit of 
Merriam was returndble before Judge Ware 
onthe lsth. Judge Ware went to Bloomfield 
at the usual hour for opening court on Mon- 
day morning the isth, and when he arrived 
there, he found that Judge George Houck 
had already openei court, had entertained 
motions fromthe attorneys of his brother 
Louis Houck, to dismiss the receivership of 
Kiotz, established by Judge Ware and then 
immediately adjourned the court to Court in 

ourse. 

Judge Ware went upon the bench at 9 
o’clock in the mornine’ aad ordered the en- 
tire proceedings conducted by Judge George 
Houck before his arrival expunged from 
record,

Cotton Manufacturing in the South. 


From the Manufacturers’ Record Magazine. 

When the manufacture of cotton fabrics 
was first established in New England the 
British mill-owners scoffed at the idea of ef- 
fective competition by the United States, and 


predicted tailure because of unfayorable 
climate, economic and industrial conditions. 
In spite of these fancied obstacles 
cotton manufacturing industry 
of the United States is rap- 
idly advancing tothe point of equality with 
the British manufacturers, having already 
reached the two-thirds mark. When cotton 
manufactore was first begun in the South 
New yp manufacturers assumed prac- 
tically the same position taken formerly by 
their British competitors. How rapidly the 
industry is advancing in the South, In spite 
of unfavorable predictions, is shown by an 
analysis of the census statistics. 

In 1880 the South contained only 667, 754 
spindles out of the total of 10,653,435 in this 
country—little more than6é per cent—while 
the spindlesin the South in 1890 numbered 
1,712,930 out ofatotal of 14,088,103, or more 
tham’12 percent. Inthe ten years the capital 
inthe Southern cotton manufacturing in- 
dustry increased from $21,976,713 to $61,124,- 
096; the hands employed from 20,827 to 41,581; 
the wages paid from $8,517,115 to $8,951,514, 
and the value of the products trom $21,038,712 
to $46,971,503. The number of looms increased 
from 14,828 to 39,231. The South produces 20 
per cent of all the sheetings made inthe 
United States, 36 per cent of the ginghams 
and 41 per cent of the yarn.

the Collector—Commissioner to Per- 
aa ‘form This Duty to Be Appointed by the 
' Governor. 


‘CAPITOL, JEFFERSON City, Mo., March 14.— 


-¥he House to-day passed the Senate bill. for 


the appointment by the Governor of an ex- 
cise commission to have absolute control of 
the issuance of dramshop licenses. It was 
passed by a strict party vote. Gov. Stone 
will approve the bill. 

This bill was introduced in the Senate by 
Senator Stone. Inthe Democratic caucus in 
the early part of last week, it was decided to 
give this bill precedence and pass it without 
delay. 

The measure applies to St. Louis alone and 
isone of the most important of all the bills 
passed affecting St. Louis, Under its pro- 


_Visions the power of issuing saloon licenses 


is taken away from the City Collector 
and given to the Excise Commissioner 
who is to be appointed by the Governor. 
The Commissioner will receive a salary of 
$3,000 per year, and will be alloweda clerk 
and a deputy. The Commissioner will co- 
operate with the Police Board and in 
this way have all applications 
for dramshop licenses thoroughiy investi- 
ted. There is no doubt expressed but that 
ov. Stone will sign the bill. It is similar to 
© law now In force in New York. 

e only names mentioned thus far for the 
new office are those of Gus V. R. Mechin and 
H, A. Guinzburg, botr of whom were active 
supporters of Gov. Stone in his campaign. 

FOUGHT IT HARD. 

Messrs. Gernez, Wurtzburger, Martin and 
others fought the hill savagely. All the tac- 
tics Known in sharp parliamentary practice 
were used by the Kepublicans to delay action 
and to defeat the passage of the bill, but to 
hnoavail. With the exception of the wrangle 
ofyesterday afternoon between Chairman 
Davidson and Tubbs of Osage while the 
House was in committee of the whole, the 
conduct of some of the Republicans. was the 
worst é6xhibition given during the session. 

The fit of economy indulged in by the 
House, Saturday, when it discharged twenty- 
five clerks, proved too much for its virtue, 
and to-day the fight is on to have the matter 
reconsidered and the clerks left to draw pay 
and do nothing until the end of the session.

SANITARY DISTRICTS. 

Yesterday evening the Senate passed 
Btone’s bill forthe creation of sanitary dis- 
tricts in the cities of St. Louis and Kansas 
City. Itisa bill of unusual length and de- 
tail, but in briefit provides for joint action 
between the County Court and the city in 
constructing sewer outlets for the drainage 
ofany area deemed necessary for sanitary 
reasons. Theconstruction of sewers can be 
ordered by a vote of those livingin the dis- 
trict affected, and the Mayor shall appoint 
one commissioner, the County Court one and 
the Oircuit Court having jurisdiction over 
the territory the third. This commission is 
empowered to make the usual condemna- 
tions. A joint tax on the land in the dils- 
trict can be ordered by the city and county, 
not to exceed one-half ofi per cent for any 
year, to carry on the work. 

APPROPRIATION BILLS. 

Aftera long fight the House agreed tothe 
clause inthe appropriating bill setting aside 
$20.000 forthe support of the State militia. 
The vote was 69 to 20. 

The House also took up the general appro- 

riation billand completed it. The follow- 

ng items were passed upon: Support of 
militia, $20,000; University Cadets, $3,000; 
special judges, $4,000; A. Harrington, State’s 
Attorney, $500; Robert McCulloch, salary, $72;

executors’ fund, $20,000; canal fund, $5,000;

A WANDERER RETURNS. 


He Had Been Away 21 Years and Was 
Fresumed to Be Dead. 

HUNTINGTON, Ind., March 14.—After being 
thought dead for twenty years a man turned 
up here yesterday to claima fortune that 
had been awaiting its owner, . In 1872, John 
8. Graves went West. From the time of his 
departure nothing was heardofhim. After 
he had been gone some time his relatives 
ymade an efforttolocate him, but dia not 
succeed. After several years had elapsed 
without any tidings Graves was given up for 
dead. Four years ago his uncle, Jesse 
Grifith, died a bachelor leaving $600,000. One 
of the heirs was the missing John Graves. 
Attorneys started anew hunt for him and 
newspapers the country over advertised for 
him. Over 100 persons answered, claiming 
to be John Graves, but in each case the fraud 
was detected.

TWO NEW PARTIES. 


George Burnet Says the Independents 
Will Make Them. 


CREATING REPUBLICAN AND DEMO- 
CRATIC “OFFS” AND “ONS.” 


He Gets Carl Daenser to Explain to Him 
Why McMath Was Indorsed—The 
Board of Revisers Gets to Work—Re- 
corder Carlisle Comments on Light 
Negro Registration. 


George Burnet, President of the Board of 
Public Improvements and candidate for re- 


‘election on the Democratic ticket, seems to 


have been, through no reason rflecting on 

him, left off the ticket proposed to the In- 
dependent Municipal voters by the Cam-.- 

paign Committee. Mr. Burnetis not at all 

satisfied with the reasons that 
have been given him for 
the indorsement of his Republican 
opponent, Robert BE. McMath, and is inclined 
to believe that this gentleman’s friends have 
imposed somwhat on his good nature.. Short- 
ly before the Independent committee an- 
nounced that they had selected a ticket, 
Julius Pitzman, the well-known land dealer, 
who js a friend of Mr.McMath, came to Pres!i- 
dent Burnet, and in behalfofhis opponent, 
made him a proposition that neither should 


canvass the city. 
‘*‘What’s the object of that?’’ asked the 


President. 

‘*‘Well, it would be much better to have 
the canvass a gentlemanly one and not a po- 
litical hustle,’’ replied Mr. Pitzman. 

**So faras I’m concerned the canvass is 
going to be a gentlemanly one,’’ said Presi- 
dent Burnet. 

The President says that having thus made 
him believe the canvass was to be an inact- 
ive one, Mr. Pitzgman took Mr. McMath 
around and introduced him to various 
men who had influence with the 


Municipal Committee. When the 
ticket chosen by the committee was 
proclaimed, President Burnet was thunder- 
struck. He had made no effort to get on the 
ticket, but he considered the omission of his 
name an unwarranted attack on him. 
Daenzer, the Chairmanof the committee, is 
a personal friend of his, and sois Frank 
O’Nell. He called on Chairman Daenzer and 
asked him why McMrath had been indorsed. 
Mr. Daenzer was very uncomfortable, and he 
made the President of the board an explana- 
tion which he has been repeating since to 
his friends with a mixture of satisfaction and 
aggrieved feeling. Mr. Daenzer said to him 
that, having indorsed Bannerman, Mc- 
Caffery and Campbell, three Democrats, the 
committee got to the candidates for President 
of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments, and was about to indorse 
Burnet when the Republicans interposed a 
strong objection, saying there were too Many 
Democrats. 
THE ONS AND THE OFFS. 

‘‘That’s why I was slaughtered,’’ said 
President Burnet, speaking to a Republican 
candidate and a reporter in the Laclede 
Hotel. ‘‘Not because there could be 
any objection to me, but because 
they had too many Democrats on 
the ticket when they got to me. Did any- 
body ever hearthe like? Now lam going to 
beat McMath on an open comparison of our 
public records, which fis the proper kind of 
a campaign to make, I think, Dut I want to 
say that if those Municipals keep on putting 
menon their ticket forthis sort of reason 
it’s going .to lead to a_ straight-out 
fight betweenthe Ons and the Offs, and the 
Offs will beat the Ons. Whenl starton a 
trip through an Indian country across the 
plains I’ve got a right to expect that tke 
crowd will stick together and fight their way 
through, havn’t 1? I don’t intend to use 
anything unfair on McMath, but when he 
gues around and attempts to undermine me 
I’m going to fight.’’

Public School Superintendent Long and his 
assistants, Messrs. Murphy, Teuteberg and 
Foster, are busily engaged inthe classifica- 
tion of specimen work, submitted by the 
various schools for exhibition at the 
World’s Fair.

been discarded. The St. Louis public schools 
will havetheir exhibit in the space allotted 
to Missouri inthe Liberal Arts building for 
educational purposes. This space isin the 
southeast part of the gallery and consists of 
a series of ten alcoves. The St. Louis 
schools will have more space than 
was at first supposed they were 
to have, because the State schools have 
not submitted the amount of work 
expected fromthem,. The first alcove will be 
for the State University, the second forthe 
Normal schools and the State educational 
statistical reports, the third for private 
schools and colleges, of which five are to 
make exhibits, the fourth for the St. Louis 
kindergarteps, and the fifth for the St. Louis 
district schools. The sixth alcove will form 
acorner and will be decorated by the St. 
Louis Educational Committee at an 
expense of $1,750. he seventh 
and eighth alcove will be for the 
State district schools and the ninth and 
tenth for Kansas City schools. The work of 
the St. Louis schools will be bound volumes 
andincases. An attractive feature of the 
display will be a cabinet filled with 
rer taken by Prof. But- 
er oO the Foster Academy, 
who ranks among the best amateur photog 
raphers of the country. The pictures are of 
class-rooms at work, of school buildings. 
of Delsarte exercises, in which pupils 
pose singly and in groups, singing 
classes in full chorus and all the interesting 
incidents of school life which a snap-shot 
camera can make almost immortal.

WILSON BARRETT IN “PHARAOH,” 


A New Play Well Presented at the

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THE NON-PARTISAN VOTE 

In the last election ex-Gov. Chas. P. 
Johnson received 13,000 votes for the office 
of Circuit Attorney against the regular 
nominees of both the Democratic and Re- 
publican parties. The large vote was cast 
for an Independent candidate on the brief- 
est possible notice and without positive as- 
surance that he would accept the office, 
if elected, and as a protest against 
the tricky attempt of a disreputable com- 
bine to work both political organizations 
for its purposes. Ina previous election an 
independent ticket nominated in reyolt 
against the party machines polled nearly 
10,000 votes. In many elections this non- 
partisan vote makes itself felt for good by 
the defeat of candidates whose unfitness of 
character or bad official records are made 
prominent, 

The facts are significant. They show 
that there is a large body of citizens in St. 
Louis willing to act independently of party 
affiliation in local elections whenever it is 
clearly demonstrated to them that the 
occasion demands. They suggest that 
securing good government in this city is 
merely a matter of utilizing the electoral 
forces at hand. 

But in order to realize the full benefit of 
this available factor in the cause of suund 
municipal administration it is necessary to 
proceed in the right way to direct it. 
There is need of concentration through 
guidance which 18 both intelligent and 
honest. This independent vote is made up 
in the main of men who lean to one or the 
other of the parties and do not lightly give 
up their party allegiance. They are honest 
men and men of intelligence. To be 
induced to revolt against party organiza- 
tions they must be convinced that there is 
good cause and that the revolting move- 
ment is based upon sound reason and is led 
by men upon whose honesty of purpose 
and method they can rely. They cannot 
be controlled by a star-chamber caucus or 
led by aclique of disgruntled politicians. 
It is not reasonable to expect them to re- 
spond to the call of a few men who, how- 
ever honest in their impulses and objects, 
do not show that their action is based 
upon careful investigation and delibera- 
tion and do not give frank and convincing 
reasons for it. 

Whenever the citizens of St. Louis want 
to assure the election of honest and effi- 
cient: officials they have only toform a 
representative organization, which will 
examine into the characters and records 
of all candidates nominated for office and 
in the light of that examination ad- 
vise voters for whom to vote 
and give reasons for the advice. 
The proceedings of this organization 
should be open and its selection of candi- 
dates supported by afree and frank ad- 
dress giving the grounds of its seleetion. 

Independent action of this kind would 
command the support of the independent 
voters and would practically assure good 
icipal government for St, Louis. The

The scheme 
was fully outlined by =owhich the 
promoters propose giving to this province 
another competing line to Port Arthur and 
Dulnth. The intention, as stated, is to run 
the proposed line from Winnipeg soush of the 
Canadian Pacific, cg oe | the Rainy River 
country, and through to Port Arthur, a dis- 
tance of between four and five hundred 
miles. It is preposed to utilize either the 
Manitoba Southeastern or Winbipeg South- 
western charters through the province to 
the Lake of the Woods and also util- 
ize the charter of a company which 
has powers to run through the Rainy 
country until the Port Arthur & Duluth is 
reached. Thenew company has made ar- 
rangements for running over the latter line 
toPort Arthyr, The connection with the 
Port Arthur & Duluth Railway will shortly be 
completed to the Zenith Cih.y aud running 
power will be secured over this line for the 
entire length of i the system. ‘ihe 
company ‘asks the government for a 
cash bonus of $450,000 on 110 miles— 
a rate of $4,000 per mile. it does not 
ask forthe payment of this amount until 
after the completion of the line in 1895. The 
company will enter into bond with the gov- 
ernment of Manitoba to reduce present grain 
rates 2% cents per bushel between Winnipe

HI8 VICTIM FOR AN ENEMY. 


Thought the Affair Had Blown Over and 
- * Made No Effort to Escape—An Arrest 
of a Confidence-Man at His Mother’s 
Grave—fhot in Court—A Drug Smug- 
ger Detected. . 


Saw Franorsco, Cal., March 14.—Richard 
Heath, son of the late Gen. Heath of this 
city, was arrested here last night for the 
murder of Louis B. McWhirter in Fresno last 
August. Fred W. Polley, now in jail in 
Fresno for vagrancy, was also charged with 
the same crime. McWhirter was a lawyer 
and took a prominent part in 
the politics that . town. He 
was violently opposed to certain 
men of that city and he had many enemies. 
His life had been threatened and on that ac- 
count he took out life insurance policies 
amounting to $60,000, About3so’clock on the 


of 


morning of Aug. 29, last, McWhirter was, 


aroused by noises in the back yard. He 
went, partially dressed and revolver in 
hand,to investigate. Less than a minute 
from the time he left the house his wife 
heard a succession of pistol shots and, rush- 
ing out, found her husband dead with a bul- 
let in his heart. Near him was found a re- 
volver and two heavy clubs, indicating that 
there were two assassins. 

McWhirter’s friends believed he was the 
victim of a political plot, while others, in- 
cluding the insurance companies, said he 
had committed suicide, and they refused to 
pay insurance on McWhirter’s life. The 
murder created a great sensation througtout 
the State, but no progress was made in dis- 
covering the murderers. 

Heath was arrested last evening about 5 
o’clock, and when an officer told him he was 
wanted onacharge of murder, he asked: 
**Fresno?’’ 

. The officer answered, ‘‘yes,’’ and Heath 
said, *‘I have been expecting this, butl 
thought the thing had blown over.’’ 

Heath then declared he could prove an 
alibi and that he could prove by the clerk of 
the Grand Central Hotel at Fresno that he 
went to bed at 11 o’clock on the night of Aug. 
28, and that he was asleep is. his room at the 
time McWhirter waskilled. Heath says he 
was McWhirter’s friend and the theory is 
that McWhirter was killed by mistake. 

Among the murdered lawyer’s frm friends 
was Jcseph Baker, a well-known newspaper 
writer, who was brought down to Fresno by 
McWhirter to conduct the Fresno Expositor in 
the interests of his faction of the Dem tic 
aca Baker made many enemies by his 
writing, amongthem Heath, The latter re- 
sented statements made in his presence 
by Baker concerning State Senator Goucher, 
and in a fight that ensued was badly whipped 
by Baker. Heath swore he would kill Baker 
and hunted for him next day witha revolver, 
but did not find the newspaper man. Heath 
still swore vengeance, but got no opportunity 
to get even. About this time McWhirter 
wentto the mountains with his wife and 
Baker occupied his house during his 
absence. Abouta week before the murder 
McWhirter returned and Baker left. Heath 
was working onthe Curtis ranch near Fres.- 
no, and did not know McWhirter had re- 
turned. Thetheory.is that Heath went to 
McWhirter’s house thinking Baker was there 
and intending to kill him. Instead, how- 
ever, McWhirter rushed out revolver in 
Land and Heath shot the man who he called 
his best friend. ’

LAWS FOR SHIPPERS. 


They Wilh Go Into Effect To-Mcrrow, 
Fixing Rates and Rebates on Freight. 


The ‘‘Southern Freight Committeg, ’* which 
was lately organized in this city and com- 
prises most of the railroads centering in East 
St. Louls, has opened headquarters in the 
Wainwright building and has issued a circu- 
lar. This association was formed to deal 
with abuses of very ion stand. 
ing connected with the Aducements 
paid by the railroad companies to shippers 
to get their business. These inducements 
bave usually been tn the nature of a refund- 
ing of the delivery charges—switching, dray’ 
age, etc., but in the crush of competition the 
roads have frequently paid the shippertwo or 
three times what would be an eguivaient re-

switching charges on competitive car-load 
business between specified limits may be 
continued, and such charges shall be such

1,600,000 bu the week before and 1.360.000 bu for 
corresponding week :ast yéar. 


During Feb. the exports of flour and ae 
from this country were equivalent to 12,765,000 bu, 
and since July 1, 1892, to 131,757,000 bu. ’ falling 
off of 27,841, 000 bu from same time last season. 


The fact that the difference between cash and May 
corn was 2%c, led to heavy selling of May to-day, 
and largely too against actual corn to arrive. This 
difference means a heavy rate of interest for carry- 
ing this corn. 


A fall of about 25 deg. haS occurred in the central 
Mississippi Valley. The fall has been general except 
in the Upper Uhio Valley and in the Eastern States 
where a slight rise has occurred. Light flurries of 
snow have fallen in the ceatral portion of the coun- 
try. Heavy snow is reported from stations on Lake 
Superior. The temperature to-night wili probably 
be a little lower than this Morfing in this sectien. 
Fair weather may be expected _in all sections, but 
the extreme east to-morrow. Forecast for Missouri 
and Southern Iliinois: Fair; continued cold Wednes- 
day morning. 


Milling World: There is a gocG deal of good wheat 
7 on hand in the United States. The price is now 
low. The large surplus and the low price are 
the result of two very large crops of wheat in sueces- 
sion. The crop ef 1893 may be only an aydrage one,in 
which case prices would advance considerably. The 
crop may be asbortone,and then prices would ad- 
vance sharply. Should a third consecutive large 
crop be grown here next summer, along with fair or 
large crops in Europe, weshall see wheat seiling 
from 15e to 26e beloweven the present abnormally 
low price. 

The Mark Lane Express in its weekly review of 
the British grain trade:says: The average decline on 
English wheat was 4d per ar on the week, 
American red winter in London is quoted at a de- 
cline of 3d. California has declined at Liverpool 1d 
per cental and American red winter r cental, 
The reserves of wheat and flour are 60,201,290 ars, 
against 3,900,000 qrs.at_ the corres onding 
time tast year.

THE M’DONALD ‘WILL. 


IAtigation Over the Document Only Fairly 
Begun—New Trial Asked For. 


InpIaNaPoLis, Ind., March 14.—The cele- 
brated McDonald will case bids fair to con- 
gume a great Heal of time*of the courts in 
the future. To-morrow Attorney A. O. 
Harris will fle in the Hamilton County Cir- 
cuit Court a motion for a new trial on behalf 
ot the defendant, the determination not hav. 
ing been made generally pablic until last 
night. Asa basis for the petition Mr. Harris 
specifies some forty or fifty distinct errors in 
- yulings, which he will present for the con- 

' gideration of the court, and he proposes to 
carry them tothe Supreme Court should he 
fail to secure a rehearing. 

Principal among the list of errors, the de- 
fense will set forth three important points, 
which they believe are sufficient to grant 
themanew trial. First, it is to be shown 
that the trial was conducted on two, theo- 
ries;that there was an attempt made to 
prove that the bequests were granted Mrs. 
McDonald while her late husband was under 
an undue influence, and also that the signa- 
tures were not genuine, but forged. The de- 
fense will hold that the Court erred in® not 
compelling the plaintiffs to elect one or the 
other of these complaints as a distinct charge 
upon which the trial should be cond 
Again, it will held t 
was committed in the a 
the subsequent declaration Senator 
McDonald, as testified to by John M. Butler, 
which testimony was¢he strongest present- 
ed by the plaintiffs. It is asserted that as 
the document itself was in evidence no out- 
side testimony concerning it should have 
been admitted. Asathird error the defense 
put in the plea that it was their right, after 
the direct examination of a witness, to show 
genuine signatures of the deceased and put 
tre question to witnesses as*to whether or 
not they adhered to their testimony concern- 
ing the method of the late Senator in writing 
his signature and the style in which the let- 
ters were usually joined together. This 
privilege, the. motion will say, was denied 
the defendant, and in so ruling the court 
grievously erred.
